O. on Sep- 
tember t, 1910 that Sergeant Short 
enlisted in the 14th US infantry. 
He served with this regiment in 
the grade of Corporal. Sergeant, and 
Battalion Sergeant Major in Ari- 
zona. California. Washington and 
Montana 

He was transferred to the 44th 
U.S infantry at the beginning of 
the World War and was promoted 
to the grade of Master Sergeant 
On November 20. 1917. he was se- 
lected to attend the Officers' Train- 
ing school at Fort Leavenworth. Kan. 
and was commissioned a Captain 
in the air service in January. 1918 

Served In France 

Sergeant Short served in France 
with the air corps He was dis- 
charged from his commissioned 
grade in September. 1919. but re- 
entered the service in December 
of the same year He enlisted with 
the 7th U.S infantry, and was then 
detailed to ROTC duty in March. 
1920. at the public high schools in 
Indianapolis. Indiana He has served 
as ROTC instructor since that date 

Sergeant Short was transferred 
to the University on June 1. 1925. 
and has taught sophomore military 
students
